After ending their 
encore set with Municipal Cop, MC handed 
the mic over to the American group Red 5, 
and then sat back to check them out. This 
“female grunge band,” actually made up of 
2 guys and 2 gals, had travelled for three 
days from Los Angeles to get to Victoria, so 
the pressure was on to make it their while. 
The two-women, both on guitar, were great 
musicians and made for sweet vocals. The 
bass was big and bold, but the beat of the 
rhythm section varied little in the 45 
minutes of heaven called Red 5. | liked 
watching two chicks with guitars, they were 
good, really tight, but | think they should 
take the opening band’s lead and toughen 
up their material to match their musical 
prowess.
